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AN  ADVENTURE  IN  THE  s^OUTH  SE\S. 

In  the  summer  of  the  year  — ,  I  was  the  only  pas¬ 
senger  in  the  merchantman,  Alcesle,  which  was  bound 
to  — .

I  heard  on  .a  sudden  a  noise,  which  seemed  to  romt  from 
ne.ar  the  captain’s  cabin,  and  1  thought  I  could  distinguish 
the  voices  of  several  men  speaking  eami-stly,  though  in 
a  suppressed  tone.  I  cautiously  drew  near  the  spot 
froui  whence  tho  noise  appeared  to  coiuC|  but  the  alarm 


was  given,  and  I  could  see  no  one.  I  returned  to  rest,  or 
rather  to  lie  down,  for  I  felt  that  heavy  and  foreboding 
son.se  of  evil  overpow’er  me,  which  comes,  we  knew  not 
how  or  wherefore.
